journey  of  remembrance  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  American  Bicentennial  in  1975. 

For  almost  a  year,  Woodbridge  Township  has  been  preparing  to  Rxrrcate  the  tra- 
ditional welcome  given  to  Washington  all  along  his  route  to  New  York.  The  many  long 
hours  of  hard  work  by  the  Woodbridge  Township  Commission  on  the  Bicentennial  of 
the  United  States  Constitution  has  made  many  events  possible.  1  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  them  for  their  fine  work.

George  Washington  had  gpod  reason  to  stay  in  Woodbridge  at  John 
Mannings  Qoss  Keys  Tavern  on  April  22nd,  1789  on  his  way  to  New  York 
Qty  to  be  Inaugurated  as  the  first  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  that  was  to  enjoy  an  evening  with  old  friends  and  comrades  in  arms. 

As  you  look  into  the  history  of  Woodbridge,  you  find  that  General 
George  Washington  held  the  militiamen  known  as  the  'Jersey  Blues"  in 
very  high  esteem,  as  they  held  the  inner  line  of  defense  before 
Washington's  ovm  winter  headquarters  at  Valley  Forge  and  held  meetings 
regularly  at  two  homes  in  Woodbridge,  the  Timothy  Bloomfield  home  and 
the  James  Gilman  home. 

\  Washington  also  knew  Doctor  Moses  Bloomfield,  a  resident  of 
Woodbridge,  who  was  the  senior  physician  and  surgeon  in  the  hospital  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  representative  in  the  Provincial  Congress  and 
General  Assembly  during  tiie  Revolutionary  War. 

The  Reverend  Azd  Roe,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Woodbridge  (the  old  white  Church)  located  on  Rahway  Avenue,  led  a  de- 
tachment of  Woodbridge  Militia  against  the  British  and  after  being  cap- 
tured was  taken  to  the  infamous  Sugar  House  Prison  in  New  York  Gty. 
Washington  made  Zebulon  Pike  a  Captain  in  the  Revolutionary  War, 
personally  signing  his  commission  while  Janet  Pike  Gage,  a  patriot,  raised 
the  first  Liberty  Flag  Pole  in  front  of  the  Cross  Keys  Tavern  in  Woodbridge. 

Colonel  Nathaniel  Heard,  commander  of  the  First  Regiment  Middlesex 
County  Militia  of  Woodbridge,  lead  Heards  Battalion  to  Perth  Amboy 
where  he  arrested  William  Franklin,  the  last  Royal  Governor  of  New  Jersey. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  during  the  Revolutionary  War  times, 
Woodbridge  comprised  the  towns  of  Carteret,  Rahway,  New  Dover,  Oak 
Tree,  Bonhamtown,  Metuchen,  Milton,  Avenel,  Colonia,  Iselin,  Menlo 
Park,  Fords,  Hopelawn,  Keasbey,  Sewaren,  Port  Reading,  Edison,  and 
Woodbridge  Proper,  with  a  population  of  over  2,000,  which  was  quite  large 
for  the  18th  Century. 

Thus,  we  find  George  Washington  had  friends  in  Woodbridge,  and  he 
reciprocated  after  becoming  President  by  naming  John  Manning  tfie  first 
Post  Master  in  Woodbridge  in  1791,  only  one  of  seven  Post  Offices  assigned 
to  New  Jersey.
